REPORT OF SUPERINTENDENT OF SCHOOLS 


Rumney School Board: 

I hereby submit my ninth annual report as Superin- 
tendent of Schools. The statistical report of the year follows 
this report. 

No changes have occured in the teaching staff of the 
district. The present enrollment of the Village rooms is 14 
each and Stinson Lake 15 making a total of 40 pupils for 
these 3 schools. With 6 going out of the Village School in 
June and only one or two apparently to enter the first grade 
it is reasonable to expect that the enrollment of this school 
will shrink further unless replenished from a larger area. The 
reduction of state aid of approximately $1,000.00 appears to 
be due in considerable measure to the non approval of state 
ald for the 3 rooms above mentioned. 


+ 


{ am firmly convinced that the proper course is to 
close the Stinson Lake School in June. These children can 
easily be transported to the Village 2 room school at an ed- 
ucational advantage to themselves and to the Village School 
My experiance has been that on the whole where the village 
schools are not crowded children make more all around de- 
velopement in two room schools. While some may regret the 
passing of rural schools long established the buildings are 
still available for communities centers. In these days of ris- 
ing taxes and prices it seems to the writer inexpedient, to op- 
erate an extra school that is unnecssary. 

The Montview School enrollment is now 33 which is a 
slight decrease from last year. The work of this school is 
motivating well under the direction of Vernon J. Perkins and 
I believe that every child is having reasonable school op- 
portunity. During the summer the old toilets were abandon- 
ed and new ones installed improving the sanitary facilities 
of the plant. | 

The heating plant at the Depot School needs major 
repairs or new installation. The necessary amount of money 
spent on repairs would go some way toward entire new eq- 
uipment. There has arisen the question of hot air or steam 
as most advisable. Competent advice should be sought from 
heating experts, but it should be borne in mind that the dis- 
trict is a source of wood with labor incident to it and that 
steam calls for more expensive janitorial service. This 
matter should be attended to this next summer because the 
village school heating equipment will need attention in a few 
years and it would work a financial hardship to the district 
to have two installations in the same year. 

The Board voted to have only one public speaking 
contest a year, the primary grades coming on the even years 
and the grammar grades on the odd years. Accordingly it is 
planned for the grammar grades to speak on Friday evening 
the tenth of March. 


There is grave question in the mind of this supervision 
as to the expediency of elaborate programs incident to Thanks- 
giving, Christmas, etc. and especially community programs. 
The writer would be the last to deny children a reasonable 
number of informal parties and good times, but suspects that 
teachers in a conscientious effort to keep up the current work 
and put on a show at the same time may be overtaxing the 
mental and nervous energy of the children. The request of 
teachers to have their pupils put on a “number or two” in 
community programs should be exercised with great discretion. 
The general public will get a much better picture of their 
school by occasionally making unanuounced visits than at- 
tending prepared programs. 

Camp Stinson and Camp Eagle Point gave an enter- 
tainment and part of the proceeds went for a bookcase very 
much needed. The Parént Teachers Club has been presented 
with 100 seats which are available for entertainments. The 
warrant contains an article for music supervision. Music is 
becoming considered more and more an integeral part of 
modern education for people derive as much pleasure from 
it as many other subjects taught in school.
